Report of the Trustees of the Ingalls 


Memorial Library 


FOR YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1930 


To THE CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF RINDGE: 


The report of the Ingalls Memorial Library this year is of 
especial interest as it marks the end of the 35th year of Its exist- 
ence and the beginning of a new era. 

The circulation of the books has been so curtailed by the 
necessity of closing the Library to enable the cataloguer to begin 
her work, that we have thought it best to omit such figures as 
could be obtamed for nine months only and to give a backward 
glance. 

At the time when the Library was given to Rindge through the 
generosity of the Hon. Rodney Wallace of Fitchburg, there were 
some established industries in the three villages and many out- 
lymg farms. The Trustees considered that a card catalogue, a 
necessity in a large city library, would be comparatively useless 
here to families living practically out of town. 

Our first Librarian, Miss Emma Leighton, with the assistance 
of the American Library Association Catalogue, made a small 
printed catalogue of the books then in our possession and one copy 
was provided for every family m the town. The books were listed 
under subjects, each year we added as many books as our funds 
would permit, and the catalogue of the new books was available 
for every family who wished one. 

The circulation was good and Miss Leighton was so success- 
ful in working out the Dewey system for the printed catalogue 
that our statistics were called for by the American Library As- 
sociation to be included in their exhibit at the Paris Exposition 
in 1900. | 

In 1904 Miss Leighton, then Mrs. Harry Miller, left Rindge 
and she was succeeded by Miss Ella Brigham, who, in spite of 
advancing age, has remained at her post during twenty-seven 
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years. The Town owes her far more for devoted and interested 
service than It can ever repay. . 

During the passing years the books have been increased by 
gifts as well as purchase and the Museum, with its Natural History 
and Colonial exhibits, has been established. 

With the resignation of Miss Brigham has come the installa- 
tion of a new librarian and Miss Alice Morgan has been engaged 
to fill the vacancy for one year at an increased salary. This is 
necessitated by the larger number of books and the new system of 
conducting the work. ‘Those mterested mn the Library at East 
Rindge have given to the Ingalls Library all of therr books which 
they do not wish to keep and the West Rindge Branch has added a 
large number of books from its overflow to the central library. 
The question arose whether it would be better to transport the 
entire Branch Library to Rindge Centre but after consultation 
with the people of the West Rindge village, Miss Ware decided 
that on account of the children who use it freely, it is best to 
maintain the Branch in its present position. 

The reorganization of the Library has been accomplished 
under the guidance of Miss Dorothy Annable, Secretary of the 
New Hampshire Public Library Commission. She has been 
most kind and helpful in suggestions as to new methods of arousmg 
public interest and in making the books more accessible to the 
readers. Many old books have been discarded, some because 
they were too worn to be worth rebinding, some because of bad 
print, others because superseded by more recent literature. A 
portion of the Marshall P. Wilder collection has been kept as a 
memorial to a noted citizen of Rindge and in the future accurate 
information on agricultural and horticultural subjects can best be 
found in magazines or Federal and State Bulletins. These can 
always be acquired by application to the Federal or State Bureaus 
and they will contain the latest scientific information. 

The card catalogue installed at both libraries will list each 
book under the title, the subject and the name of the author. 
This arrangement 1s of two-fold advantage; it facilitates the 
distribution of books and simplifies the work of the Librarian. 
The book stacks will be open to the public as before. The Branch 
Library will send to the Ingalls Library the lists of new books as 
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they come and Miss Ware will still be responsible for the main- 
tenance of the Branch. 


By the advice of Miss Annable and with the cordial coopera- 
tion of Miss Morgan and Miss Willett, we have changed the 
Reading Room into a Children’s Room and the Art Room, with 
the transference of the Reference books, has become the Reading 
Room. 


Miss Annable considers that this arrangement will increase 
the circulation of books which should be much larger. We need 
an increase in the books of fiction and we are conscious of the 
many gaps to be filled in the books which are most in demand for 
High School students. We are advised to purchase new books 
four times a year but thus far this has been impossible with our 
limited means. 3 


The Museum ts being catalogued and the exhibits, which are 
exclusively gifts and loans, have been relabelled entirely by the 
volunteer work of Miss Ware’s friends. 


Our Treasurer has handled our invested funds so wisely that 
we hope to be able to meet the inevitable expense of the new 
catalogue without drawing on our capital but this year we must 
ask the Town to appropriate five hundred dollars ($500.00) for the 
necessary increase in salaries and in the cost of books. 

The New Hampshire Library Commission has been of the 
greatest assistance in generously donating the services of Miss 
Annable, a trained worker whose experience has been invaluable 
to us. 

Both Miss Brigham and Mr. Fred Barrett, our janitor for 
thirty-five years, have given freely, and with fine public spirit, 
of their time and strength beyond the hours required of them. 
The Trustees can only express their heartfelt appreciation and 
gratitude.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Board of Rindge: 


I submit herewith my thirteenth annual report, it bemg the 
twenty-seventh in the series under union supervision. 

For the first time in many years all four of the regular teachers 
were secured for another year, and Mrs. F. Emily Stebbms was 
retained as supervisor of music. 

The total enrollment for the Rindge schools is about the same 
as last year. For the first twelve weeks of the present year the 
total was 103, as compared with 101 for the same period last year, 
and 108 as the total for the entire school year, 1929-30. 

The school enrollment for the past five years Is given as 
follows:

On account of the large registration in the primary schools at 
Rindge Center and West Rindge the sixth grade was placed in the 
grammar school, thus nearly equalizing the number of pupils in 
the three rooms. 

The work in all the schools is being skillfully handled and good 
results are beng shown. 

The work of the District Nurse has been continued in the 
schools. During the last school year Mrs. Warner of Keene, who 
was giving part of her time to the Troy schools, was secured to 
conduct the physical examinations and do follow-up work. 

The work of the present school year was somewhat delayed, 
but Miss Margaret E. Harris was finally secured, and has been 
conducting examinations during her visits in January. 
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The question of the amount of money required for high school 
tuitions has been an item of considerable importance for a number 
of years. For some years past the tuition charge made by Win- 
chendon has been $70.00 per year, and Jaffrey has made the same 
charge. 

Notice has now been given that Winchendon will charge $100 
per pupil next year. At the present time fifteen pupils are re- 
ported as attending Murdock School m Winchendon. If the same 
number attend next year the increase in high school tuitions will 
amount to $450, and with ten pupils registered in the eighth grade, 
the indications are that the number will be larger, next year than 
for the present year. 

Eight pupils are attending Conant High School in East 
Jaffrey; six attended for the full school year 1929-30, and two are 
attending the Ashby High School. 

While the increase in tuition from $70.00 to $100.00 may 
seem large, still it is under the average for the state, which ts 
given as $103.58 for the present year. 

I desire to commend all the teachers for their assistance in 
reducing the number of tardy marks m all the schools. Last year 
the number of tardy marks for the town was only 46. The year 
previous it was 121, and four years ago it reached a total of 196 
of which 102 were reported from one school. 

At this time I wish to thank the school board, teachers, and 
all pupils, and parents who have given their support and co- 
operation in the work of the past year.
